By the time this article is 

presented to you, the AIA Con- 

vention will be over and the 

California Council/AIA will have 

introduced to the Convention a 

resolution that is of major impor- 

tance to us. They describe the In- 
tention of the Proposal to ac- 
complish the following: 

a. Develop a strategy for state 
component assistance in the 
event a state component is 
faced with a registration issue 
that they have inadequate 
resources to address. 

And further, to present the 
strategy for consideration by 
the AIA Board of Directors. 

b. Act as a component clearing- 
house on registration matters. 

c. Establish a definition of prac- 
tice of architecture as 
distinguished from the prac- 
tices of related professions 
and practices. 

It is intended that this defini- 
tion would serve as a 
guideline for state com- 
ponents in defining the prac- 
tice within the context of 
registration, in a manner 
which is consistent with other 
states. 

“The American Institute of Ar- 
chitects, as an old and respected 
institution, is quick to recognize 
emerging issues and develop 
new programs and strategies in 
response. However, the Institute 
should also recognize its fun- 
damental responsibility to the 
membership to defend and pro- 
tect the scope and practice of ar- 
chitecture. While the state and 
local components must take the 
lead, the Institute, recognizing 
that developments in one state 
often times create precedents for 
action in other states, can 
develop and coordinate the 
resources of its 36,000 members. 
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This Resolution addresses a 
fundamental concern of our 
membership and therefore 
transcends the issues of ''Big 
State/Little State," “Вір 
Chapter/Little Chapter,’’ and 
“Big Firm/Small Firm.” This is a 
Resolution which reaffirms the 
Institute's concern for the well 
being of the profession and 
establishes registration issues as 
a priority of the Institute. In sum- 
mary, this Resolution not only 
helps preserve the practice of ar- 
chitecture for those now practic- 
ing, but, more importantly, it 
preserves the integrity of the 
practice of architecture for future 
generations of Americans.” 

Michigan has similar problems 
and will give support to the con- 
cepts and actions preserving Ar- 
chitectural Registration.

THE ARCHITECTURE 
OF ALDEN B. DOW 


The MSA is pleased to an- 
nounce the publication, The Ar- 
chitecture of Alden B. Dow by 
Sidney K. Robinson. 

During the mid-seventies the 
MSA Board of Directors investi- 
gated the possibility of a mon- 
ograph series under the chair- 
manship of Denis Schmiedeke 
and this book is the result of 
what started out to be a series of 
monologs. The book is publish- 
ed by Wayne State University 
Press with grant assistance from 
the Michigan Council for the 
Arts. 

The book is the first compre- 
hensive review of the architec- 
ture of Alden B. Dow. It ex- 
amines Dow's singular approach 
to the design of private houses 
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and public buildings. 

According to Robinson, “The 
son of the founder of the Dow 
Chemical Company, Dow found 
a receptive clientele in Midland, 
where over three-quarters of his 
work is located. He was a stu- 
dent of Frank Loyd Wright, but 
his statements on aesthetics and 
the philosophy of the individual 
recorded in this volume show an 
independent and thoughtful 
mind.” 

The author, Sidney K. Robin- 
son is associate professor of ar- 
chitecture at lowa State Univer- 
sity in Ames. His undergraduate 
studies were at Columbia 
University and he received his 
doctoral degree in architecture 
from the University of Michigan. 
He is registered in Michigan and 
a member of the AIA and Socie- 
ty of Architectural Historians.
